ITALIANS STILL STIFF 


AT CROTON LANDINd 


Hold Out for the Increase in 


Wages They Demanded, 


Another Arrest 


Croton Landing, N. T., April 20— 


Raids subsequent to the arrest of some 
of the striking Italians yesterday have 
not had any visible effect on their com- 
rades this morning as those who are 
still here steadfastly refuse to go back 
to works unless they get the increase 
in wages which they struck for. Their 
number has been depleted by scores of 
men having gone elsewhere to seek 
other work. 


Scarcely 40 laborers put in an appear- 


ance this morning and this gang can- 
not keep more than 12 big derricks 
working. The contractors claim1 they 
wfll introduce plenty of laborers to che 
valley if the strikers do not return to 
their places Monday morning. Until 
then very little will be done to further 
the work on the big dam, and if new 
men be brought in there is not much 
chance of a row ensuing- as the military 
on the ground is sufficient to suppress 
five times as many strikers as are here. 


There was another arrest today on a 


warrant, making 28 in all. General Roe 
announced that 72 additional men had 
gone to work today near Peekskill. 


One hundred and fifty men are now 


at work oni the dam, and there is no 
trouble.

district. In popular superstition at 
Konitz the Jews are suspected of ritual 
murders; and there are some circum- 
stances tending to explain the death of 
the boy in this way.

Washington, April 20.—Secretary Root 


had a further hearing before the senate 
committee on military affairs yesterday 
upon his proposition for the reorganiza- 
tion of the army. A sub-committee of 
the full committee reported a measure 
intended to meef the more urgent needs 
of the servie* which,,it is expected, will 
be pressed dtenhtf the present session. 
This provides that the present staff of- 
ficers shall continue to be^promoted ac- 
cording to seniority, but1 that hereafter 
:tr.y vacancy except that of chief of corps 
shall be filled by detail-trom the line, and 
there shall be no more permanent ap- 
pointments in the staff. The details axe 
to last for four years, and the officers are 
then returned to the line and, in the case 
of those below the rank of lieutenant 
colonel, they must serve in the line for 
two years before further 
staff duty. 


Chiefs of staff corps are to be selected 
from among the officers now on those 
staffs, so lolig as such material Is avail- 
able, and they may be retired with the 
usual allowances. 


Vacancies in the line caused by trans- 


fers to staff shall b& ailed by promotion 
in the line. The president is authorized 
to retire any officers under suspension 
from, duty by sentence of court-inartlal, 
when such sentence would carry the sus- 
pension to within one year of the time of 
compulsory retirement. 


The regimental organization, is discon- 


tinued for the artillery, which is to be- 
long to the line, under a chief of artillery 
selected from the colonels of artillery, 
and with a force of 13 colonels, 12 lieu- 
tenant colonels, 36 majors, 160 captains 
and a like number of first amd second 
lieutenants, and not to exceed 17,448 
privates. There are to be not exceeding 
18 field batteries. 


The artillery is to be increased to the 


figure named at the-rate of 20 percent 
each year until the aggregate is reached. 
Provision is made for the appointment of 
veterinarians and of regimental chap- 
lains, and the last sections confer upon 
the senior major general the rank of 
lieutenant general and upon the adjutant 
general the rank of major genera]. 


In accordance with the recommenda- 


tion of the president'in his message sent 
to congress th* senate yesterday passed 
a joint resolution providing for the ad- 
ministration of civil affairs in Puerto 
Rico, pending the appointment of officers 
under the Puerto Rican government 13w 
recently enacted. 


During most of the session the Alaskan 


civil code bill was under consideration, 
the debate continuing on the Hansbrough 
alien miners' amendment. 
Mr. Carter 


presented formally his substitute for the 
Hansbroug-h amendment, and delivered 
a speech in support of it. 
Mr. Spooner 


antagonized both the original and sub- 
stitute amendments, holding that the 
courts ought to settle the conflicting 
claims without interference by congress. 


The house spent practically the entire 


day debating a proposition in the naval 
bill designed to turn over to the navy the 
survey and charting of the waters of 
Cuba, Puerto Rico and the Philippines. 
The bill carried an appropriation of $150,- 
000 for this purpose. Mr. Cannon, chair- 
man of the appropriation committee, led 
the fight against it, arguing that sur- 
vey of these waters should be made by 
the coast and geodetic survey, which, he 
said, could do the work cheaper and 
better. 
In the end the house sustained 


his view, adopting an amendment of- 
fered by him to appropriate only the 
regular $10,000 for ocean surveys. 
The 


chairman of the committee of the whole, 
Mr. Payne, overruled the point of order 
agaanst the appropriation for the new 
naval academy, but an amendment of- 
fered by Mr. Cannon was adopted, pro- 
viding that before the money appro- 
'priated by the bill for the academy be 
expended, plans or the whole improve- 
ment, not to cost to exceed $6,000,000, shall 
be submitted and approved by the sec- 
retary of the navy.

IMKECT ELECTION OF SENATORS 


There is before the United States 


senate at the present time a resolution 
the debate on which will he heard with 
deep interest by the whole country. It 
is a resolution passed almost unani- 
mously by the house proposing a con- 
sututional amendment providing for 
' the election of United States senators 
by direct vote of the people. There is 
much doubt about favorable 
action 


ur>on it by the senate. On its appearing 
before that body it was given a rather 
cold reception by some of the leaders. 
But it has friends there, friends who 
stung the senate by implying that in 
all probability the resolution would 
sleep and die in committee and never 
be re-orted. The result of speeches 
making this implication was a promise, 
practically, that the resolution would 
be given attention as early as prior 
public business would permit. So it is 
likely to be reported, whether favor- 
ably or unfavorably it is not wise to 
predict. The chances, though, are that 
the committee's report will be unfavor- 
able. The tradition of the senate in- 
clines in this direction. When it comes 
up for debate it will be strongly op- 
posed. Senator Hoar will quite likely 
be a leader in the opposition. Already 
he has taken a position on the question 
and has stated that, in his opinion, the 
amendment would be a serious blow at 
the fundamentals of our system of 
government. The friends of the amend 
ment have weighty arguments. Thirty- 
four states through their legislatures 
have petitioned for direct election of 
senators by the people, and the history 
of the present senate is most eloquent 
in its demand for the change. 
States 


are now deprived of their senatorial 
representation through failure of legis- 
latures to make choice of senators and 
ithrough the senators-elect being re- 
ifused their seats on grounds of cor- 
ruption practised in their campaign'for 
the high office. The senate itself may 
tat present stand in the way of the pro- 
posed change in the method of electing 
its members, but time and public sen- 
timent will eventually force it. 


CLEVELANO AND 


It was hinted, quite strongly hinted, 


a day or two ago that Grover Cleve- 
land had written an important letter 
in reply to an invitation of the Brook- 
lyn democratic club, which celebrated 
'Jefferson's birthday Wednesday eve- 
ning. 
The hint created expectancy 


because of the presort dilemma of the 
democratic party. Mr. Cleveland has 
teen denying statements attributed to 
him regarding candidates for his par- 
ty's preferment and he has ber>n prom- 
ising an unmistakable word to those 
v.-ho may regard him as an authority. 
It was, consequently, wondered what 
the announcpd-in-advance ;?tter con- 
tained. 
Those who searched yester- 


day's paptrs for something hot or to 
the point from tho ex-president were 
not fully rewarded. The letter con- 
tained considerable good general ad- 
vice to the democracy and only here 
and there made statements that could 
be construed as applying to present 
conditions. The most pregnant portion 
of the letter was the following: 


"There has never br-rm a lime when 


false leadership of oui party and a 
departure 
from 
simple 
democratic 


faith, have not been quickly discov- 
ered and ruthlessly re buked by list- 
less support, pronounced defection and 
^bitter 
defeat. 
These 
consequences 


have thus far been f,o inevitable, that 
the lessons they teach cannot be disre- 
garded 
without 
inviting 
calamity. 


The healthfulness of our party may 
tveil be questioned when it shrinks 
from such an examination of its posi- 
tion as will enable it to a/oid disas- 
ter, by keeping in a course of safety, 
under the guidance of true democracy. 
Therefore ,those who claim to be fol- 
lowers of Thomas Jefferson will fail to 
Discharge a solemn duty If, in tlii.f 
time of doubt and temptation, they 
neglect such an examination; and if 
lhi» .discloses a tendency in party con- 


trol to subordinate the principles of 
true democracy, and to distrust their 
conquering power, then 
conditions 


should not continue without a brave 
and early democratic protest. 


There is a shot at Bryan and Bryan- 


ism in this" that must have hit with 
some force, however, but it is by not- 
ing the spirit of the addresses at the 
Jeffersonlan banquet at which this let- 
ter wag read that we get the 
full 


meaning hidden behind Mr. Cleve- 
land's very guarded expressions. The 
speech of ex-Governor Campbell on 
"The restoration, of Jeffersoniani democ- 
racy" was perhaps the most illuminat- 
ing. It contained, this paragraph, after 
'It had acknowiedgied the ,army of 
working-men now find plenty for their 
hands to do: 


It will be hard to enlist their co- 


operation (the working-men's) to de- 
stroy oppression in Porto Rico, or stay 
imperialism in the Philippines, unless 
we first abandon the menace (Bryan- 
ism) to their own prosperity. 
Not 


only did the fusion with populism re- 
sult in disaster, as all departures to 
ephemeral issues are sure to do, but 
defeat defeat did not seem to teach us 
anything. The p.arty of Jefferson has 
ever since continued to masquerade in 
the livery of populism, swearing eter- 
nal fealty to doctrines voted 
down 


again and a*-ain by the people, until 
for four successive years the election 
returns show that it has steadily fallen 
lower and lower in public estimation. 


It may be gathered from these state- 


ments by earnest conservative demo- 
crats—by democrats, one of whom was 
the only successful leader the party 
has had since the civil war—that the 
sa.ier element of the democracy does 
not look to Bryan and Kansas City on 
July 4 with much that may be called 
the spirit of hope. They see- the le- 
gend on the wall, which is "Defeat."

The talk of Governor Roose- 
velt's renommation is not very weighty 
talk yet, and there is a hankering: to. 
name him second of the party at 
Philadelphia. 


If it be true that the Chicago ambu- 


lance corps has taken up arms in favor 
of the Boers instead of doing ambu- 
lance or hospital work it is a. pretty 
state -of affairs. 
According to Wash- 


ington opinion the "United States gov- 
ernment is helpless in the matter, be- 
cause the Chicago people did not go 
out of this country under arms. The 
inference is that there can be whole 
armies organiz'ed in this country under 
the guise of ambulance corps 
and 


shipped out of here to fight against a 
friendly power.

Serious Accident to Seven Years Old 


Boy at Greylock 


Theorfore Robare, seven years old, 


living in Greylock, was run over by a 
Fitchburs freight train this morning 
and his left leg- was cut off between the 
ankle and knee.

The foot was cut 
off cleanly. 


The boy dragged himself quite a dis- 


tance toward home, while his compan- 
ion ran for help. The injured boy was 
taken to his home and Dr. Galvln and 
Dr. Cavanough were summoned. They 
had him taken to the hospital In the 
ambulance. 


The train which ran over him was 


an extra freight 608. Those who in- 
vestigated the accident did not hold 
the engineer responsible, as there is a 
stretch of straight track at the place, 
and the boys had plenty of time in 
which to see the train.

agree on the furnishings of the hotel, 
and as a consequence the hotel will be 
'enlSjredty refurnished when it ooens 
under Mr. Barry's lease. 
Mr. Swift 


will sell all the furnishings at auction 
from the hotel. Tills sale will Include 
everything in-the house. 


This will be the first time in the 34 


years of the history of the house that 
It has been closed. It was built and 
opened In 1866 by A. B. Wilson, Invent- 
or of the Wheeler and Wilson sewlnff 
machines, and was lomg the leading 
hotel of the city. 


Mr. Swift became connected with, the 


house in 1871, and during1 the many 
ye*rs since then hasi become one of the 
best known and most popular hotel 
proprietors in the New England states. 


He will retire from, the hotel busi- 


ness entirely with the closing1 out of 
the property in the Wilson house, but 
his future plans are not yet definitely 
made. Tt is hoi>ed that he will remain 
here, but he has talked of going1 fo 
California to live. Mr. Swift has been 
prominently 
connected 
with 
the 


growth and interests of North Adams 
for many years, and hia retirement 
from business is regretted by the local 
public as well as by the hundreds of 
travelers who have been welcomed to 
the Wilson by Mr. Swift for so many 
years. 


Before the hotel is re-opened under 


Mr. Barry's lease, it will be entirely 
refurnished and some ^repairs will be 
made. The question as to whether Mr. 
Barry can or>en a saloon, In the block 
before the hotel is opened is not yet 
determined, but it is expected that this 
can be done. When the Ivotel 'is 'tinned 
the bar on Holden street will be con- 
nected, by stairway with the hptel 
above, and will be made the hotel bar.
